Commission's books up-to-date & ready for audit

Coffee County Commission 
Chairman Billy Eagerton and 
County Administrator Wilson Mo- 
bley say the county's books are up to 
date and auditable. 

In Monday morning's county 
commission meeting, Eagerton said, 
“The books have been redone com- 
pletely and we are ready for an audit 
in January.” 

“All books are up-to-date as of 
October 13th,” said Mobley. 

“We went through our books and 
had a lot of problems there (in the 
books)...the books were just not au- 
ditable,” Eagerton stated. 

After finding a lot of problems 
with the way the books had been 
kept in the pass and even presently, 
Eagerton, Mobley and the commis- 
sion office staff went back and com- 
pletely reworked the books for the 
1989-90 year. 

New bookkeeping procedures as 
well as controls have been imple- 
mented in the commission office and 
are presently in full force. 

Eagerton said that state auditors 
worked closely with the commission 
office staff in setting up the new sys- 
tem. 

“We've got about three people 
there that are checking each other,” 
said Eagerton. “Therefore we think 
that we've got a lot better control 
now.” 

Eagerton continued, “You can 
never say that something like this 
(the Ammons situation) might never 
happen again, but we think we're to 
the point that at the end of cach 
month we would find it (a discrepan- 
cy) with the checks and balances we 
have now.” 

County Engineer Mark Pool 
asked that the commissioners award 
the bid to Southeast Materials on 
rock delivered to the county. Their 
delivered bid prices were as follows: 
#78 @ $11.29 per ton; #6 @ $11.19 
per ton; #5 @ $11.19 per ton; and 
Class I] @ $13.99 per ton. 

On rock picked up by county 
trucks at the plant, Pool asked that 
the bid be awarded to both Southeast 
and Dravo with Southeast being the 
primary supplier and Dravo the sec- 
ondary. 

The commissioners voted in 
agreement with» Pool's recommenda- 
tion. 


Pool also asked the commission's 
approval to enter four pieces of 
county equipment in Wayne Evan's 
Auction to be held in Henry County. 

Three small dump trucks and a 
motor grader, according to Pool, are 
excess county equipment. 

The commissioners voted to ap- 
prove Pool's request. 

Commissioners were informed by 
the county engineer that a ribbon 
cutting ceremony on the recently 
completed bridges (two) on County 
Road 14 would be held at 11:30 a.m. 
October 31. 

Pool stated that Representative 
Jimmy Holley and State Highway 
Director Perry Hand would be invit- 
ed to attend the ceremony. 

After hearing a proposal by Jim 
Welling to place trash containers at 
different county facilities, the com- 
mission felt that it should reject the 


idea. 

The containers are designed to 
have advertisement displayed on 
them and the commissioners seemed 
to have a problem with private busi 
nesses advertising on county proper- 
ty. 
Other action taken by the coin- 
missioners was as follows: 

***Gave Commissioner Robert 
Stephens approval to decorate the 
Elba Courthouse Square appropriate- 
ly for the Fall Festival. 

*** Agreed to allow, at the sug- 
gestion of Commissioner Jim Du- 
bose, the Enterprise Courthouse to 
be surveyed for necessary repairs. 


***Deleted all but a couple of re- 
served parking spaces for the sher- 
iffs department in the Enterprise 
Courthouse parking lot (the sheriffs 
offices have been relocated to the 
new jail and office complex in New 


Brockton). 

***Agreed that a policy should 
be established on the paving of 
county roads with funding for mate- 
rials being furnished by residents re- 
siding on the road. Pool agreed to 
prepare a draft of the policy to be re- 
viewed by the commission at a later 
date. 

***Farm-City Week proclama- 
tion to be prepared and signed at the 
next commission meeting (Monday, 
October 28th). 

***Agreed to stripe the parking 
lot at the farm center in New Brock- 


‘ton, 


*** After adjourning the mecting 
in Enterprise, the commissioners 
went to New Brockton to review 
what has been done and what needs 
to be done in making preparations to 
move the commission offices to the 
Farm Center Office Complex. 


Council discusses cardboard boxes

The Elba City Council Jistened 
for 45 minutes Monday night as lo- 
cal businessman Waylon Adkinson, 
seemingly to no avail, voiced his 
complaints about the recently passed 
increase in garbage and trash pick up 
fees and the accompanying require- 
ments that all boxes be “broken 
down.” 

““You don't realize the hardship 
they have put on the people, espe- 
cially the businesses,” Adkinson told 
council members. He said it was 
now costing him $500 for pick up of 
the garbage plus the additional $240 
to $260 in labor to flatten the card- 
board containers at his grocery store, 

Adkinson said he had three prob- 
lems with the new system. 1) the 
$6,000 annual fee for pick-up. 2) the 
$240 to $260 extra labor inside his 
store. 3) a place to put the containers 
furnished by ISS into which he must 
place all trash. 

He told the mayor and council the 
containers get in the way of delivery 
trucks for his business and those ad- 
joining him, The garbage trucks nev- 
er set them back in the same place 
and the next delivery truck can't get 
to the stores. 

“Tt is a service the city provides to 


the citizens,” said Adkinson “and I 
feel our store does enough for Elba 
that we should get some considera- 
tion on these charges.” 

He also pointed out the prospects 
that in the near future, Elba will have 
to, by law, be recycling 25% of all 
garbage. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
noted he has seen indications that 
this recycling will increase, rather 
than decrease the cost of handling 
trash and garbage. He also noted that 
the entire solid waste problem was 
probably going to get worse before it 
gets better. 

Several times membérs of the 
council pointed out that all they were 
trying to do was cover the cost of 
picking up the garbage and paying 
the ever increasing cost of the dump- 
ing al the county managed landfill. 

Council member John W. Sharp- 
less noted he served on the commit- 
ted which studied the need for addi- 
tional revenue. 

Sharpless noted the committee 
members felt each service should be 
self supporting and not a case of 
paying extra for electricity to sup- 
port the garbage, etc. 

He also admitted they had consid- 
ered an additional 1¢ sales tax and 
that it would have been easier to put

The 
trip takes approximately five to six 
hours by automobile. 

Jack Brunson spoke briefly with 
the group before their departure and 
expressed his hope that this first 
taste of flying would be a lasting and 
memorable experience for each of 
them. 

The 4-H'ers drew straws to see 
which aircraft they would be board- 
ing for the wip. The larger plane,

The Elba Water & Electric Board 


_ reviewed the financial condition of 


the utility, approved a pay raise and 
paid the monthly bills Monday eve- 
ning in a short meeting. 

A $15.00 per employee cost ol 
living increase was approved by the 
utility, matching a similar pay in- 


® crease given city employees, The 


raise is effective on November Ist. 

Monthly bills of $12,603.84 were 
approved for payment. 

The financial report for the utility 
indicates both sales of water and 
electricity.are up slightly this year 
from the previous year, 

Electric sales have been up by 
$75,000 but the cost of buying that 
power was up by $57,000. 

The utility picked up over 
$40,000 in late penalties pole rental, 
elc. with a jump from less than 
$20,000 to over $64,000. 

With operating expenses increas- 


ing by $24,409 the electric depart 
ment increased income only about 
$15,000 on revenues of almost $3 
million, 

The water department increased 
sales by $5,000 but was able to drop 


expenses by about $700 for the year. 
Pumping expenses also dropped by 
$5,000, 

This combination } lus Wl Lbs 
cellaneous income cut the water de 
partment's losses from over $75,000 
to about $60,000 for the year, How 


ever this includes $47,994 deprecia 
tion, which is basically an account

We have joined millions of others during the last few days spending every 
possible minute glued to the TV screen watching the proceedings in the 
Clarence Thomas/ Anita Hill exchange as Hill fought back the efforts to 
block his U. S$. Supreme Court nomination. Surprisingly, polls show more 
people watched the Thomas hearings on two of the major networks than 
were watching the baseball playoffs on the other network. Add to these 
numbers, those of us spending hours and hours watching C-Span and that 
is a bunch of folks getting involved in the political world. Of course some 
of us may have been only looking for the soap opera angle to the hearings. 


It was concluded early on that we will probably never know for sure just 
which of these two people is telling the absolute truth. There is agreement 
that the only people present were Thomas and Hill. We have taken a posi- 
tion to continue supporting Thomas for the Supreme Court. We can't 


change because of one 


rson's unprovable, however degrading they may 


be, charges against an individual dozens of others step forward and de- 
fend, almost to the death. Women who worked with him at the same time 
and under identical circumstances state everything was always profession- 


al and honorable. 


We have a nagging, unanswered question of why this woman continued to 
work under the conditions she describes, changed jobs with the man, etc. 
plus the fact her telephone calls to him continued from her job in Oklaho- 
ma until the very day she was told he had gotten married. Other witnesses 
have repeatedly said she was in no danger of becoming unemployed. 


Then we look at another side of the matter. We now better understand why 
any woman would be slow to come forward with such charges. This wom- 
an has done very well in her career thus far in life. Yet now that she has 
made these charges, many of her former friends have turned their back on 

_ her and people who don't know her nor her abilities, are openly critical of 
“that woman.” We are quickly reminded of two women we know and re- 
spect who quit jobs some time back for similar reasons. When we asked 
one of them why she quit rather than utilize the legal system which forbids 
such harassment, she remarked that she would rather quit than have her 
name dragged through the mud, even though she had witnesses. The hus- 
band of the other woman noted his wife was tough and could have handled 
the situation but got tired of fighting it every week. These past few days 
has given us a better understanding of their feelings in such matters. 


We must not close without commenting on the high level of intelligence, 
training and professionalism portrayed by the four women we watched for 
hours as they defended Judge Thomas before the Senate committee. We 
have often heard and undoubtedly repeated opinions that those govern- 
ment jobs were for people who couldn't get a job elsewhere ... those four 
women showed their abilities to handle the most demanding tasks. We sa- 
lute them for all the above and we accept their professional opinions in fa- 


vor of Clarence Thomas. 


Now the juicy question, How many ... if any ... of us would today subject 
ourselves to those hearings? We haven't spoken to a single person this 
week who was willing to do so. We feel that herein lies our biggest prob- 
lem ... because other good, qualified people don't want to suffer the abuse 
surely to come in such situations. Therefore our system of government 
drops another notch as good, qualified folks opt to continue their life in 
private, away from the abuse of the circus sometimes called “senate hear- 
ings.” All this at a time when we need to encourage more, not fewer, good 
folks to become involved in operating the many public offices.

Your report of my hearing before 
the Elba Zoning Board was correct, 
but you were kind and failed to men- 
tion a few things. T hope you allow 
me the time. 

There were a number of people in 
attendance and if one citizen was 
correct, all were in opposition. You 
noticed as well as if only a few had 
anything to say. Some of them were 
renters of a person in opposition, As 
a matter of fact, one man was there 
and did not know why. He asked the 
man beside him. 

One very outspoken woman was 
sO against my request, she forgot 
that her husband operates his law of- 
fice from a mobile home parked on 
county property and has not begun to 
rebuild his office since the flood. 
She also indicated that a mobile 
home decreased the value of proper- 
ty and that being in rental business 
herself, she knew that you rent to 
anyone before allowing a unit to stay 
vacant. This was done in making ret- 
erence to people living in mobile 
homes. ; 

One couple who has property 
about four blocks away agreed with 
the devaluation point and the wife 
said that trailers should not be 
parked except where they should be. 
When I asked where was that, she 
said in a park with the other kind. 
She made reference to people living 
in trailers as not being "ideal citi- 
zens", (These were not her descrip- 
tive words.) She forgot her son is liv- 
ing in one and has for about 19 
months. He is also building a modu- 
lar home and within the last week or 
so, the mayor has called a mobile 
home a modular home and connect- 
ed it to city utilities, | wish T under- 
stood the difference. Maybe it has to 
do with something or someone. 

Two businessmen expressed op- 
position. It appeared they must not 
want any potential buyers to move 
into or stay in Elba. They also re- 
ferred to the devaluation of property. 
One of them is on a back street from 
the square and knowing him as I do, 
I know why he was in opposition. 
The other was one who operates a 
new business in our town and he 
does not even own the building. I 
think if people knew how these busi- 
nessmen felt about mobile homes 
and people living in them, they 
would think twice before supporting 
their businesses.

I believe this 
is well over the 7,500 feet required. 

One member of the board, whom 
I had considered a very good friend, 
stunned me by saying he could not 
make a recommendation to rezone 
because he could not make a recom- 
mendation to rezone because he 
could not subject anyone to live in 
an unfavorable neighborhood. He 
stated he knew how that was because 
he had lived in one until he built his 
new home. Here again reference is 
made to indicate that mobile homes 
and people who live in them are not 
favorable. 

Ferrin, | fail to understand the 
ideas and actions of our citizens and 
our zoning board. From the meeting 
of the board and expressions of some 
of the people in attendance, I can 
only form one opinion and that is: 
Mobile homes are not as good as a 
house and people who live in them 
are not as good as people who live in 
a house. 

The zoning board and the mayor 
have given permission to park mo- 
bile homes that were not flood relat- 
ed in our city, Also some who were 
given one year past the flood to 
move their mobile home are still 
there. | Know of one case where the 
mobile home has been sold and is 
sull parked in the city limits of Elba. 
Permission has been given to con- 
nect city utilities to a mobile home 
because of the mayor's classification 
whereas, others have been denied to 
park onc, Maybe there is some ex- 
planation of this inconsistency or 
maybe we need an interpretation by 
law.

The Elba Tigers had been living a nightmare for the past three weeks as 
they had lost three straight games and watched as their record dipped to 1-4. 
Well, the Tigers woke up last Friday night against Georgiana in posting a 
41-0 win and have been sleeping well ever since getting rested for the 
homestretch and what they hope will be a ninth straight trip to the state 
football playoffs. Georgiana was just what the doctor ordered for the strug- 
gling Tigers and maybe now that the Tigers have finally shaken the old los- 
ing bug, they can give it to some of our opponents.

from pecan trees should not be used 
in the vegetable garden plot. The 
question comes out of concern that 
the leaves release a substance that 
might be toxic to tomatoes. Black 
walnut, which is in the same family 
as pecan, produces a compound, Ju- 
glone, that is toxic to tomatoes. Al- 
though pecans are related to black 
walnut, I have not observed, now is 
there research that would indicate 
that pecan, leaves would cause inju- 
ry to tomatoes. 

Research at the University of 
Georgia, in which tomatoes were 
grown in finely ground pecan shells 
mixed with sand, showed a negative 
effect on tomato growth due to the 
pecan shells, Plants were stunted and 
chlorotic in appearance. The re- 
searchers suggested that weathering 
of the shells before planting might 
reduce this negative effect. Leaves 
were not studied in that experiment. 

I am not too concerned about us- 
ing pecan leaves in a garden plot. 
Usually, by the time pecan leaves 
begin to drop, gardeners have al- 
ready pulled up their tomato plants. 
And pecan leaves that are tilled into 
the garden, or are decomposed, are 
not likely to have any substances po- 
tentially toxic to vegetable plants.

Last Thursday morning at the Al- 
abama State Troopers’ District Offic- 
es in Dothan, three Coffee County 
men were honored by the Alabama 
Department of Public Safety for her- 
oism demonstrated in the early 
morning hours of July 24, 1991, 

Alabama State Trooper Captain 
E. H. Howard in presenting Silas 
Simmons, Gary Parker and Gary 
Evans with the Department's Life 
Saving Award said, “These three 
men exhibited themselves with great 
honor.” 

The act of heroisrn occurred at a 
wreck scene approximately 5 miles 
north of Elba on Coffee County 
Road 79, 

Mrs. Marilyn Evans, no relation 
to Gary Evans, was traveling south 
on County Rd. 79 enroute to work at 
Kleinert's in Elba when she lost con- 
trol of her automobile. The car left 
the road and overturned. 

saan eee to reports from the 
first law enforcement official to ar- 
rive on the scene, Elba Police Offi- 
cer Dean Blair, a Mrs. Alford Davis 
discovered the overturned car and 
flagged down another passing motor- 


ist. 

Lucky for Mrs. Evans that motor- 
ist was Simmons and shortly after- 
wards, Parker and Evans arrived on 
the scene, 

Soon after Simmons was told that 
someone was believed to be in the 
car, a fire erupted under the hood of 
the wrecked vehicle. 


Simmons was trying to put out 
the fire when Parker arrived upon 
the scene and joined Simmons in his 
efforts. 

The two men stated they soon re- 
alized they were not going to be able 
to put the fire out so they began try- 
ing to get Mrs. Evans out of the 
wrecked vehicle and away from the 
spreading flames. 

At first, the two men expressed 
concern about moving Mrs. Evans 
without first knowing the serious- 
ness of her injuries, but when the 
flames grew higher, they knew it 
was cither get her out quickly or 
watch her burn to death. 

Getting Mrs. Evans from the car 
proved to be no easy matter as the 
car was lying on its side and she had 
to be lifted straight up. 

Parker and Simmons were suc- 
cessful in getting Mrs. Evans from 
the car and Gary Evans carried her 
up to the road. 

“By the time we reached the road, 


* flames were all in the car - shooting 


15 to 20 feet high,” said Simmons. 

Prior to presenting the awards, 
Safety Education Officer for the De- 
partment of Public Safety - Dothan 
District, Sgt. Lamar Glover said, 
“The Life Saving Award is one of 
the avenues the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety recognizes behavior which 
leads to the saving of a human being.

Glover said, “In this situation, you 
saved a life.” 


“We also appreciate Officer Blair, 
who brought it (the act of heroism) 
to our attention that there was a need 
for the recognition with this award,” 
continued Glover.

No smoking policy at EGH & NH

Elba General Hospital and Nurs- 
ing Home has announced that begin- 
ning Friday, November 1, 1991, it 
will no longer allow smoking within 
its facilities. 

The new policy will prohibit 
smoking inside the hospital by em- 
ployees, patients, visitors, volunteers 
and medical staff. The only excep- 
tion, according to Administrator El- 
len Peterson will be patients who 
have been given specific permission 
to smoke according to their doctor's 
prescription, ‘ 

According to EGH & NH Admin- 
istrator Ellen Peterson, the policy is 
being instituted with patient care in 
mind, “First and foremost, we are 
trying to provide a healthier environ- 
ment for patient recovery,” Peterson 
said. “Studies have estimated that 
over 50,000 people die in the U. S. 
each year from the effects of second- 
hand smoke. It's a problem that is 
contrary to the purpose of this hospi- 
tal, which is to help improve the 
quality of life for our patients.” 

Elba General Hospital & Nursing 
Home joins a growing list of health- 
care facilities around the state devel- 


oping no-smoking policies, 

A 1989 survey by the Alabama 
Hospital Association found that 81 
of 131 hospitals questioned had in- 
Stituted or were planning to institute 
a smoke-free policy.
